Amend the Law relating to Small Penalties in Ireland. 



A.D. 1873. 



W HEEEAS it is expedient to amend tlie law relating to small 
penalties in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Barliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Small Short title, 
Penalties (Ireland) Act, 1873.” 

2. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of September 
10 one thousand eight hundred and seventy-three. 

3. The word “ penalty ” in this Act shall include any sum of 
money recoverable in a summary manner. 

4. Where upon summary conviction any offender may be adjudged 
to pay a penalty not exceeding five pounds, sucli offender, in case 
15 of non payment thereof, may, without any warrant of distress, 
be committed to prison for any term not exceeding the period 
specified in the following scale, unless the penalty shall be sooner 
paid :

6. This Act shall apply to penalties, including costs, recoverable 
in a summary manner in pursuance of any Act of Parliament, 
whether passed before or after the commencement of this Act ; 6 
n.nci all provisions of any Act of Parliament authorising, in the 
case of nonpayment, of a penalty not exceeding five pounds, a 
longer term of imprisonment than is provided by this Act, shall be 
repealed.
